gsneral Loon; Yun is a returned student from 
Prance and because of tie area under iis control beins 
near to French Indo-Chinz, he has teen on good relations 
with the french Authorities. The troops under nis 
controlare said to he patterned on the French style, 
with numerous French officers serving among thnem, their 
armaments being all purchasec from France. 

On the outbreak of tne current Sino-Japanese

General Loons Yuns, however, still 
maintained nis infifferent «attitude towards the 
Rational Government.
